Base wins appeal,
Madrid grants tax-
free benefits to most

Spanish tax officials in
Madrid have rescinded a de-
cision made this summer to
start charging U.S. military
and civilian component mem-
bers taxes on non-Spanish
import vehicles purchased
from Spanish car dealers.

The move comes after
base security officials peti-
tioned Madrid officials to ap-
prove 11 tax-exemption re-
quests and overturn three tax-
exemption request denials.

“Based on our appeals,
Madrid reconsidered the situ-
ation. We won our appeals,
and the other 11 applications
came back approved,” said
Francisco Lopez-lbanez, as-
sistant security officer for op-
erations.

Members are now autho-
rized to purchase one import
vehicle — one not manufac-
tured in Spain — without hav-
ing to pay Spanish taxes that
can make up nearly 26 percent
of the retail price.

The law governing pur-
chasing Spanish made ve-
hicles remains unchanged and
members are still authorized
to buy those vehicles tax-free.

Laws governing tax-free
benefitsfor purchasing import
vehicles in Spain are covered
in the Agreement for Defense
Cooperation between Spain
and the United States and may
change when that agreement
is updated in the future.

Around 60 people pur-
chase import vehicles off the
Spanish economy annually.

Base ups security posture

In response to the terrorist at-
tack on the USS Cole, Thursday,
Oct.12, al naval bases throughout
the Department of Defense have
increased their threat condition,
and Naval Station, Rota, has in-
creased its threat condition to a
higher level of security.

“We're on a heightened state of
alert for all American personnel,
based on what happened in
Yemen,” said Geoff Yeowell, su-
pervisory special agent-in-charge,

Naval Criminal Investigative Ser-
vice, Rota. “There are generic
threats against Americans in the
European theater, but we know of
no specific threats to anyone in
Rota.”

Although no specific threats
have been made to Rota personnel,
all due precaution should be taken
when out in town, said Yeowell.

“We say that it's as safe as it
can be, but you need to take pre-
cautions,” he said. “You can't go
about life like you're in your sub-
urban neighborhood in America.

“The fact that DoD has put us
at ahigher level of security means
that they think there is a reason to
do that. You shouldn’'t be more
alarmed, but you should be more
cautious.”

“The most important thing to
remember,” said Lt. Dave Kush,
security officer, Naval Station,
Rota, “is to practice your self-pro-
tective, force protection methods.”
Kush emphasized these are mea-
sures that should normally be

Asthe preliminary phase of the
investigation into the attack of the
USS Cole continuesin Y emen, per-
sonnel here have been asked to re-
act.

Immediately after the attack,
local Naval Criminal Investigative
Service agents at Naval Station,
Rota, were placed on stand-by to
travel to the Middle East to help
with the investigative process.
They still remain on alert, said an
NCIS official. Special agentstrav-
eled to Spanish ports Saturday to
ensure the safety of Sailors and
Naval vessels making port calls.

“We have been mandated to
meet the ships coming into port,”
said Geoff Y eowell, special agent-
in-charge, Naval Criminal Investi-
gative Service, Rota. Thisnew pro-
cedure, borne out of the terrorist
act against the USS Cole, will con-
tinue indefinitely.

In response to the bombing,
Naval Station, Rota is now operat-
ing under a higher level of secu-
rity, with the Auxiliary Security
Force enacted to cover the addi-

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Computer virus activity up

Just when computer users
thought it was safe to operate a

computer without the worries of a

major virus attack, they have res-
urrected themselves once again.
Strains of computer viruses have
shown themselves in e-mail ac-
counts and other computer appli-
cations throughout Europe.

One virus that has displayed it-
self to computer users in the Euro-
pean theater is the “Life Stages’
wormvirus. Thevirusisamasse-
mail worm that forwardsitself to a
maximum of 100 contacts in a
user's address book. The virus ap-
pears in e-mail that has a subject
line titled, “Funny” or “Jokes.”
Subject lines could also begin with
“Fw:” or “Life Stages.” Once
opened, the message is a descrip-
tive multiple-choice piece on the
stages of life. However, asthe user
is reading the message, the virus
executes the script in the back-
ground. In the end, the worm de-
letes the user’s record of sent e-

mails from the
computer.
Another
well-known vi-
rus that has
made a visit is
the Melissa Vi-
rus. The virus
acquires the
user profile to
use Outlook as
its passport to
travel the inter-
nal emailing
system, where it sends the virus to
50 other accounts posted in the
user’s address book. The body of
the emailed message will read,
“Here is that document you asked
for ...don't show no one else;-).”
Again, it forwards the e-mails to
50 other addresses that it chooses.
According to ISD officials,
there have been no cases of any
personnel in Naval Station, Rota
encountering the viruses, but pre-
cautions have been advised by base
officials. ISD has currently de-
ployed abase-wide antivirus enter-

prise system that will remotely in-
stall anti-virus updates. The system
will aso scan for viruses and send
notifications of virus attacks to
I1SD, ensuring al users will be pro-
tected.

Authorized NAVSTA users are
encouraged to attain anti-virus soft-
ware from I1SD to use on personal
computers and to ask for informa-
tion concerning anti-virus software
on the web. “Your best protection
isto make sure your anti-virus soft-
ware is up-to-date,” said Ricardo
Perez, I1SD specialist.

Computer security workshop to be held

Seabees to hold 72-
hour tactical exercise

Seabees from Naval Mobile Construction Battalion 133 will
be conducting a tactical exercise in Camp Mitchell, Oct. 19-21.

Also, battal-
ion officials are requesting drivers proceed through the camp at
slower than normal speeds due to the increased movement of
equipment and troops for the exercise.

The 72-hour exercise is scheduled to end at 3 p.m., Oct. 21.

Dress and behave conservatively. Avoid styles that don’t fit the
local area, including military accessories and military-style clothing.
While commuting to and from work:

Alter your routes and travel times.

Wear civilian clothing and change at work.

Remember to remove your F-pass when exiting the base.

While traveling abroad:

Avoid military-style luggage. Use non-descriptive, civilian lug-
gage.

Remove military decals or other military identification tags from
your bags.

Try to blend in. Don't wear flashy, trendy clothing and avoid
wearing typical American apparel, such as cowboy boots or baseball
caps.

Be polite and low-key. Avoid loud conversations and arguments.

Know where you are going. Maps should not be reviewed while
walking in public areas.

In case of bomb threats:

Remain calm.

At work, refer to the telephonic bomb threat instruction that should
be posted near every phone in the workspace.

Keep the caller on the telephone.

Ask questions like: “Where is the bomb located?’ and “When will
the bomb explode?’

Gather as much information as possible. Note any descriptive
features about the caller’s voice and any distinctive background noises.

Call ext. 911, if on base. Call 956-82-2911, if off base.

Report as much information as possible.

If you see a suspicious package:

Anything that looks out of the ordinary is considered suspicious
(ex. a suitcase sitting behind your car).

DON"T TOUCH the package, ever. It isbetter to make an embar-
rassing phone call, than to move the package and injure yourself or
others.

aisle and rendered his final salute
during his retirement ceremony
QOct. 13.

For many master chiefs, thisis
the final stop before returning to
civilianlife. After 26 yearsof serv-
ingthe U.S. Navy, McLain isready
to move on.

To many that knew Mclain, he
was someone who was easy to talk
to about anything. According to
YN2 (SW) Mike Monroy of Naval
Station’s administrative depart-
ment, he was indeed always in all
the right places at all the right
times.

“There was atime when | was
eating alonein the galley and Mas-
ter Chief McLain approached me
and struck up a conversation with
me. Wetalked about advancement
and good study techniques. He is
really concerned about sailors
moving up and progressing in their
rates,” he said, “He will truly be
missed.”

However, it's the little things,
according to CE3 (SW) John Little,
Public Works that McLain did as
base CMC that made him unique.

McLain helped Little when he
was experiencing difficulties at the
base photo shop one day, said
Little.

“1 thought thiswasimpressive,”
he said, “because here was some-

onethat | knew probably had more
important things to do and he was
taking out time to help me out.”

Raised in Tipon, Oklahoma,
McLain learned how to beindepen-
dent and responsible earlier than
most, with both parents passing
away during his high school years.
In order to take care of himself and
his sister, who was also still in
school, heworked at alocal garage.

When he wasn't working,
McLain paid close attention to his
sister’s education and well-being.
When the time came for him to
graduate high school, his sister left
the house to live with other mem-
bers of the family.

After high school, McLain
went on to work in harvest groups.
Though the harvests he participated
in carried him as far as Canada, he
wanted acollege education, and he
knew the harvest would not bring
that. Asan 18-year-old, Mclainwas
eligible to sign up for the draft,
which made him available for mili-
tary action, if needed. According
to his wife, Suzanne, the story
showed adifferent side of McLain.

“Mac was on a wheat harvest,
and this harvest was going back
and forth to Canada, where many
draft dodgers made their exodusto,
from the United States. Well, he
turned around and headed back
down. When he crossed the border,
the U.S patrol said, ‘You're com-
ing back into the United States?
He said, ‘Yeah, | have to register
for the draft.” The patrolman said,
‘Wdll, that's a little unusua.” So, |

thought that was very
interesting,” she said.

Mclain followed
up the account and
said, “lI wanted
something. | wanted
an education. The
opportunity was to
stay in Canada. |
wasn't registered and
| wouldn’t have been
considered a draft
dodger.”

With his aspira-
tions to go to college,
and after looking at
all the opportunities
of the armed forces,
Mclain decided to join the U. S.
Navy.

After completing Recruit Train-
ing Command in San Diego, Ca.
and Basic Submarine School in
New London, Conn., his first as-
signment was the USS
GUITARRO (SSN665).

The submarine life would also
instill into Mclain work and study
ethics that he still uses to this day.
The study habit of using 3x5 cards
is something that McLain learned
aboard a submarine and still en-
courages junior Sailors to use in
NAVSTA’s command study pro-
gram.

McLain served on the
GUITARRO, followed by SUB-
MARINE DEVELOPMENT
GROUP ONE, the USS
HAWKBILL (SSN666), the USS
SPERRY (AS-12), and the Naval
Air Station, Miramar, CA. While

serving on the USS SPERRY, sta-
tioned in San Diego, McLain met
Miss Suzanne Louise Sitzman.
Suzanne had moved into the apart-
ment complex where helived while
he was deployed.

Twenty days after first meeting
Suzanne in his friend’'s garage,
McLain proposed. They married a
year later.

McLain left the Navy in Janu-
ary 1977. Hisdecision to separate
from the military came when his
next orders would be to another
submarine. Newly married,
McLain felt this was not the time
to return to the submariner’s life.
Heentered the Naval Reserve Pro-
gramand earned his college degree
from the University of Missouri,
Columbia.

After a five-year and eight-
month break in active service, he
returned to the Navy asaPresiden-

tial Reserve recall, when McLain,
acorporate employee and father of
two sons, realized that the quality
time they hoped to share by leav-
ing the military ceased to exist.

It took six months of
thinking and us talking about it, but
eventually | came back into the
Navy on active duty,” he said.
McLain would begin his sec-
ond tour with the Navy, never look-
ing back. His assignments during
this time were tours with the USS

1982 - May 1987, Naval Sea Sys-
tems Command, Submarine Main-
tenance Monitoring System
(SMMS), and Performance Moni-

In
the past MWR has
offered some fund-
ing. What do other
bases do?

There is no travel
A support for varsity-

level programs for
adults in Navy Europe, and
hasn’t been since 1992. Al-
though some bases may
sponsor tournaments and in-
vite other teams to partici-
pate, there is no formal pro-
gram or funding to cover

travel expenses. Other bases
tell us that they do not fund
travel expenses.

Why are sodas and

Q other items not the

same price at all the
NEX outlets? A
soda costs $.65 at
the Video Mart but
$.75 at the Air Ter-
minal Café.

Thepricesinall NEX
A retail storesin Europe
are the same (sixty-
five cents for a soda), how-
ever, our food servicefacili-
ties have a different pricing
structure; sodas are priced as
a food service item. The
pricefor asodaat PizzaVilla
is also $.75. This higher
price helps defray some ad-
ditional expenses in operat-
ing our food facilities.
Can the Video Mart
Q stock up on prod-
ucts, e.g., alcohol, so
that the shelves can
be restocked while
the MARG is here,
i.e., no empty
shelves?

The NEX has limited
A storage space in the
stores. We do, how-
ever, haveahugewarehouse
full of products. Currently
we are in stock on all bever-

ages (soda and beer). We
will be ready for the MARG
visit. The empty beer
shelves experienced earlier
this summer were not caused
by the MARG, but were
caused by the NEX chang-
ing replenishment systems.
The same items that we ex-
perienced shortages in were
also in short supply in the
other European stores.
Can we get Ono
Q Telephone Com-
pany on base as an
alternative to
Telefonica?

The United States
A Government has a

contract with
Telefonicafor telephone ser-
vices in Spain. Telefonica
has invested millions of dol-
lars in infrastructure here at
Rota. The switch for in-
stance is one example. This
allows us to dial four digit
numbers on base without a
charge. Although there are
other telephone companies
starting to do business in
Spain, they are still very
small and would not be able
to provide the service and
infrastructure that we cur-
rently have with Telefonica
Additionally, with the excep-
tion of various call-back ser-
vices, Telefonicaremainsthe
cheapest choicefor long dis-
tance telephone service.

There is a problem
with getting uni-
form embroidery
done here at the
NEX, eg.,
nametags. Can
NEX get an embroi-
dery machine to
have names and
other insignia sewed
onto uniforms, are-
quirement after 1
January?

Q

Currently we use
A SAYRE Enterprises

in the United States;
they charge us $2.30 for one
tape. They also offer adis-
count package deal: 5-5-1
Combo Pack, (5 shirts, 5
pants, 1 black (for jacket) for
$11.00; Utility Pack, 2 shirts,
2 pants, 1 black for $8.75;
Two by Four Pack, 2 shirts,
2 pants for $7.00; Four of
any one material for $7.00.
When we place an order with
them we receive the order on
a weekly basis. The com-
pany only ships once aweek
to us because of the size of
the orders placed (very small
quantities).

Thereisan alternativelo-
cation in Naples through the
NEX, where we can fax our
order to them, however, they
have a contract operation
with alocal Italian company
“Polidoro”. Their pricesare
higher than ours. Wemay be
ableto cut afew days off of
the order time by using them,

but we feel it is not worth the
extracost. They chargeaflat
rate of $3.00 per tag. Anem-
broidery machine costs ap-
proximately $15,000; thein-
vestment would likely not
pay for itself unless we
charged more than both the
Naplesand the current Sayre
contract. | understand there
are services available off-
base; you need to ask around
to find out about the quality
and prices of these services.
It was reported
Q that NEX Sight
and Sound is hav-
ing a problem with
poor customer ser-
vice by the employ-
ees, i.e, bad atti-
tudes.

All of our employees
A have been through a
Customer Service
Course. They know what is
expected of them. From
time to time we hear of our
employees voicing their
frustrations over various pay
issues to our customers. If
anyone encounters poor cus-
tomer service we want to
know about it immediately
so that we can provide
proper training and/or disci-
plinary action. File a com-
plaint if one is deserved.
Isit possible to get a
Q certified mechanic at
the NEX gas station?

In the past we have

hired U.S. family

members with me-
chanic certifications to work
for theNEX garage. Thelast
U.S. certified mechanic
PCS'd ayear ago. We have
not found a replacement for
him. However, we did hire
an Auto Center Manager that
isalso aqualified mechanic.
Thismanager hasbeentrain-
ing our Local National me-
chanics. If you experience
problems with the quality of
work you receive, let us
know. Additionaly, if any-
one knows of acertified U.S.
mechanic that isinterestedin
working for the NEX, have
him/her come in and see us
about ajob.

Will the CLH dem-
onstrations affect
our gas prices?

The demonstrations

A will not have an im-
pact on our gas

prices, but they may resultin
delays receiving our gas de-
liveries. We are under con-
tract with Repsol though,
and we receive the monthly
rate for gas, which has been
impacted recently by the
OPEC price increases.
From the female
Q standpoint,  how
does NEX decide on
what sizes to order?
They have very ex-
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pensive brands,
narrow shoes and
very limited variety
of styles. They need
a wider variety of
reasonably priced
casual clothes for
both  men and
women, and shoes
in wider women’'s
sizes.

The clothing sizeswe
A receive are provided

by the buyersin a
schedul e from the company
that makes the clothing. For
example, when we buy a
pants suit the company sends
a pre-set number of various
sizes. Thisisthe system that
most clothing storesuse. We
have some input in adjusting
the quantities of those sizes.
Our feedback tellsusthat the
military customer wants
trimmer sizes; fewer large
waist sizes. We have limited
space, and wetry to meet the
needs of “most” of our cus-
tomers. Bottom line... our
customers are encouraged to
contact Lisa Ortiz in the
Main Store to discuss spe-
cific sizeneedsand/or inven-
tory deficiencies.

For shoes, a similar siz-
ing plan comes with each
shoe order. The NEX
(worldwide) does not buy
wide-width shoes. Again,
we try to meet the needs of
the “average” foot. Some
manufacturers have a wider

regular width than others.
Again, Lisa in the Main
Store can help with this is-
sue.

Just for the record, the
same clothes we see here in
Rota are purchased for Nor-
folk, Jacksonville, and San
Diego. The quantities will
vary due to size of the facil-
ity, but the styles are the
same.

If we put a Burger
Q King at the Air Ter-
minal, there will be
additional traffic
going through the
metal detectors.

SPECTRUM TV is
slated to become two chan-
nels in 2002. One will be
similar to the current SPEC-
TRUM channel, and the
other will provide children/
youth-oriented program-
ming.

Also slated in the near
future are a TV guide chan-
nel and one called D-SPAN,
which will provide defense
information, e.g., Pentagon
press briefings.

In the near term, if you
desire additional TV service,
you can purchase/rent a sat-
ellite system and program-
ming package from a local
satellite/cable company.
However, you must get prior
approval from housing to
install any antenna or satel-
lite dish in housing.

As a side note, with a
new service recently

John and Janemarry. They have
two beautiful children, Jack and
Jill. John and Jane have difficult
times and violence occurs. It hap-
pens because one member wantsto
control the other. When this hap-
pens it can be emotional or physi-
ca in nature. Often, it's a combi-
nation of both. Domestic violence
can include pushing, shoving,
choking or name-calling, threats,
put downs or the depriving of ac-
cess to finances, transportation,
friends or other resources. It can
affectanyone.

The children Jack and Jill have
witnessed the violence of their par-
ents. They are secondary victims.
They may not have been in the
room but they have heard profane
language and on occasions have
heard objects breaking. Their par-
ents, John and Jane thought they
were asleep in the back room, but
Jack and Jill knew that Mom and

Dad were having a “bad time”

Children who hear or witness
abuse are secondary victims. Re-
search shows that even if achild is
not directly abused, but has been
aware of the abuse, he or sheisaf-
fected.

Hearing or seeing emotional
abuse between parents affects chil-
dren in real, observable ways.
When parents do not model healthy
relationships, children do not learn
the skills for peaceful problem
solving. They may learn waysto act
out in inappropriate ways. Saddest
of all, they learn that a person who
loves you most can hurt you most
with words or hands.

Children growing up in violent
homes may have: stomach aches,
headaches, ulcers, rashes, diarrhea,
or bedwetting, delays in develop-
ment, an inability to concentrate,
or aggressive tendencies. Older
children are at risk for alcohol
abuse, physical conflict, or anor-
exiaand even suicide. Other behav-

No room for domestic violence in Navy

October isdesignated as Domestic Violence Prevention and Aware-
ness Month. This year's theme is, “There is no room for domestic
violence in the Navy family.”

Domestic violence is not a private matter. In 1999, there were
2,242 substantiated spouse abuse incidents in the Navy. More than
85 percent of those incidents included some type of physically abu-
sive behavior. If you or someone you know has been involved in a
domestic violence incident, contact the Family Advocacy representa-

iors may include truancy, gangs,
and dropping out of school.

It isimportant for us to be sup-
portive and availablefor each other
and our children. If you know
someone who might be having
some difficulty, don’t wait. Suggest
seeking out some assistance.

At Naval Station, Rota, we
have education and counseling at
the Navy Family Service Center,

tional requirements under the new threat con-
dition. This creates a strain on the ten ten-
ant commands that must provide the man-
power to make up the 33-member ASF, said
Lt. Dave Kush, security officer, Naval Sta-
tion, Rota.

“We all understand the manpower drain
on the tenant commands,” he said, “and |
absolutely understand the heartache in en-
acting the ASF, but it is an absolute neces-
sity because of the other additional require-
ments, we need the additional resources.”

Lt. Cmdr. James Felty, Officer-in-charge
of Personnel Support Detachment, agrees,
“It' s never easy to give up manpower, espe-
cially when resources are limited, but the se-
curity of the base is paramount. So, we ad-
just. It's the right thing to do and that's the
bottom line.”

Seven sailors died, 39 sailors were in-
jured and ten others are presumed dead in
the terrorist attack on Thursday, Oct. 12,
against the USS Cole.

It happened when asmall boat, approach-
ing the Cole while she was being moored to
take on fuel in Aden, Yemen, exploded, rip-
ping a 40 to 45 feet hole in the port side of
the ship along the waterline.

USS Cole (DDG 67) is an Arleigh Burke
class destroyer based in Norfolk, Va, and is
part of the George Washington Battle Group.
She departed Norfolk for deployment Au-
gust 8 and had been operating in the Medi-
terranean.

It'simportant for the military com-
munity to pull together in times of hardship
such as this.”

As President Bill Clinton and Defense
Secretary William S. Cohen mourned the
loss of the fallen Sailors with the nation in a
memorial service held yesterday in Norfolk,
Va, U.S. Navy ships and support groups are
offering assistance to the USS Cole and her
crew in Aden. The investigation into the
terrorist attack continues.

The Navy has awarded a contract to M/
V Blue Martin, acommercial offshore heavy
transport ship, to on-load the Cole and tran-
sit back to Norfolk, Cole's homeport.
